Not yet sure how to use a computer? Is 
your computer gathering dust because you 
just don’t like fumbling around, trying to 
figure it out?

Many people driving down 133"* Avenue 
in Cedar Lake have noticed a beautiful new 
building under construction on the east side 
of the Hanover JrVSr. High School. This new 
sight has caused a stir of questions through¬ 
out the area. In answer to any quandaries, that 
striking new building is not part of the school, 
nor is it a church. It is, of 
course, the future Cedar Lake 
Branch Library.
